Circuit Solicitor Lewie Setp- 
hens and I were guests of Re- 
presentative Jackson W. Stokes 
at the Saturday session of the 
Alabama Legislature. 

Ne and three boys left Elba 
about eight o'clock Saturday 
morning. It had been raining 
lightly but when we reached a 
point about 20 miles this side 
ol Montgomery, “the bottom 
dropped out.” It rained so hard 
we could hardly see the road 
and the wind seemed to be try- 
ing to blow us off the highway, 
We learned later that we were 
in the edge of a tornado which 
did much damage south of 
Montgomery. 

Torrential rain continued 
until after we found refuge in 
the State Capitol building. Oth- 
cr heavy rain squalls contin- 

Vi | throughout the day and on 
our way home that evening we 
ran into another deluge near 
the point where we were near- 
lrowned and blown away” 
morning. We could hardly 
elieve our eyes when we ar- 
rived in Elba and found every- 
thing comiparatively dry. 

Weil, I found out a good deal 
about the workings of the State 
House, It was said that Friday's 
session was one of the most 
confused and confusing held in 
a long time. It is to be hoped 
that it was not fair sample of 
that august body’s sessions, as 
tnany of the members appeared 
not to know what they were 
voting for or against. 

For instance, it seemed in the 
beginning that a safe majority 
of the members knew how and 
when they wanted to adjourn 
but it was clearly demonstrat- 
ed that the majority does not 
always rule. The first motion 
to adjourn was made before 
noon, and was to adjourn the 
next Tuesday and then adjourn 
until the following Tuesday. 
This was said to be the way a 
majority of the members want- 

d it, but by means of some 
slick maneuvering and twist- 
ing the rules and procedures, 
the motion was defeated, and 
the mill continued to grind. 

No less than six motiohs to 
adjourn were voted on, but not 
until midnight, when everyone 
was geting weak from hunger, 
did a motion to adjourn pre- 
vail, and it was entirely ad- 
verse to what the majority 
wanted. 

Be it said, however, to the 
credit of the confusing session, 
the long delayed adjournment 
enabled many accumulated lo- 
cal bills and at least four im- 
portant general bills to be tak- 
€ Out of the hopper and dis- 
posed of, 

Representative Stokes got his 
local bill extending the City of 
Enterprise city limits through 
without opposition. He said he 
will soon bring up a similar 
bill to extend the city limits of 
Elba, © 

One of the general bills was 
to have grand juries to exa- 
mine election returns. The bill’s 
author claimed that this bill 
will go a long way toward mak- 
ing election officials more care- 
~ about raanipulating elect- 
on returns. 

Another bil] was one spon- 
sored by the State Retail Mer- 
chants Association in regard to 
punish pilferers from _ stores. 
The bill will make a shoplifting 
more dangerous, according to 
the author. 

Also pased was a bill to au- 
thorize the State to issue re- 
flectorized automobile tags. 
However, the measure was a- 
mended to specify that such 
tags would be isued for a two- 
year term. 

The House adopted a_reso- 
lution condemning the arbit- 
rary decisions of the U. S. Su- 
preme Court during the vast 
year or so, “Making laws rath- 
er than interpreting them.” 

Ii was charged that the 
Courts abrogation of States’ 
Rights and its invasion of the 
executive and legislative fields 
have combined to generate 
more demand for curbing the 
court than has existed in over 
a@ century. It is generally con- 
ceded that the prestige of the 
ration’s highest tribunal is at 
a humiliating low and that the 
Yniversal reverence the people 
‘eed to have for it has dissipa- 
ten.

I am afraid of what I see 
and hear and read. Here are a 
few items that have appeared 
in the press during the past 
week or ten days. 

The Washington Star quoted 
London’s communist Daily 
Worker as_ praising United 
States Supreme Court Justice, 
Hugo Black. It said in part 
“Unknown negroes, the tragi- 
cally- well known Rosenbergs, 
aliens and deporters, radical 
professors, trade unionists, and 
communist leaders have heard 
the voice of Justice Black speak 
out for their rights as laid 
down by the American Consti- 
tution.” 

If the communists ever paid 
me such a compliment, that’s 
when I would feel I had com- 
mitted some terrible sin a- 
gainst my country.

Alabama Prison Population Double 
Tennessee Total; Overhaul Asked 


There is a strong feeling a- 
mong many legislators, that 
some of Alabama’s penal laws 
need an overhaul. 

Gov. James E. Folsom, in his 
May message to the legislators, 
stressed the need for this, and 
his remarks met a ready re- 
sponse from many of the solons. 

Alabama State prisons are 
crowded with 5,500 immates, 
whereas our sister State of 
Tennessee, with 230,000 more 
people than we have. report a 
prison population of only 2.500. 
There is not a higher percent- 
age of criminals in Alabama 
than there are in other States. 
The cause may be found else- 
where, the Governor said. He 
then highlighted some of these 
“causes”. 

The Governor said: “Alaba- 
ma is one of the very few states 
where judges do not have the 
authority to let prisoners serve 
more than one term _concur- 


‘rently. 


“Number 2 cause, and by far 
the greatest,” Governor Folsom 
Said, “is the long established 
method of lower courts send- 
ing people to prison to work out 
court costs. Our prisons are full 
of people serving 30 to 60 days 
court costs (Some members of 
the State Prison Board have in 
the past referred to this as 
making Alabama penetentiar- 
ies out-moded debtors’ prisons). 

“A sidelight to this problem,” 
the Governor added, “is reflect- 
ed in the Dept. of Pensions 
and Security, (because) 70 per- 
cent of all prison families are 
on welfare rolls. This means 
that the State is forced to keep 
a man’s family when he is sent 
to prison to work out these 
court costs.” 


Governor Folsom then put 
his finger on the grievous ef- 
fect this often has on young 
prisoners. He said: 

“Perhaps the worst result of 
this entire situation is the fact 
that every year huhdreds and 
hundreds of young boys and 
first offenders are sent to pri- 
son from 30 to 60 days and ire 
then sent home with the ’ex- 
convict’ label tagged to them 
for the rest of their lives, just 
because they were unable to 
pay local court costs.” 

Again referring to the cost 
of the taxpayers of this parti- 
cular practice, the Governor 
concluded: 

“When the prison system re- 
ceives a man for 30 davs, it 
takes over half that time to 
process him. Then, when he is 
ready to be discharged the 
State has to buy him a suit of 
clothes and give him bus fare 
back to his home town. You 
can readily see what a stagger- 
ing cost is upon the prison 
system.” 

The Governor, quoted from a 
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recent meeting he had with the 
State Prison Board, estimated 
that “a plan whereby counties 
will keep these short term vio- 
lators, and let the State pay 
their daily maintenance, would 
reduce the present State pene- 
tentiary population by at least 
500. 


Disabled Can Get 


Benefit Payments

Day after day people come 

into our otfice and say, “I’m 
disabled for work and I want 
to apply for benefits.’ Quite of- 
ten they are irked when the 
interviewer hands them medi- 
cal report form together with a 
letter from their doctor. This 
letter describes the form and 


“explains why the applicant is 


asking his doctor to furnish the 
medical information we must 
have to make a sound deter- 
mination, 

You see, the disabled person 
is responsible for getting the 
medical evidence needed to 
show the extent of his disabil- 
ity. We must ask him to take 
or mail this letter and form to 
his doctor. It may be that the 
applicant was, at the same 
time, treated for disabling con- 
dition in a clinic, hospital, in- 
stitution, or agency. If so, we 
may also give him medical re- 
port form and a Jetter to be 
sent to that institution asking 
for medical evidence about his 
case from heir records. 

On the medical report form 
the doctor, hospital, institut- 
ion or agency gives the medical 
history of the applicant’s case, 
what they have found to be 
wrong with him, how severe the 
disability is, what medical tests 
have shown, and what treat- 
ments and medicines he has 
received. In no case are they 
asked to decide whether the 
applicant is or not “totally” 
disabled. We shall explain in a 
moment how the decision is 
made. 

Our Social Security office will 
advise the applicant how to get 
whatever medical evidence, 
proofs, and documents he may 
need to support his application.

Bass Grow Fast In 
Summer, Early Fall 


Bass grow fast only during. 


Summer and early fall, a 5 or 6 
month season of abundant 
food. The major food is newly 
hatched fingerling bluegills in 
@ bass and bluegill pond. A 
pondowner, therefore must fer- 
tilize his fishpond all summer 
long to grow the most pounds 
and the biggest bass. 

Fertile water grows green 
microscopie algae which feeds 
a heavy pondage of worms. The 
worms grow more bluegills. The 
bluegills would grow in sum- 
mer too if they didn’t spaw§. 
They: do spawn, however, and 
the tens of thousands of little 
bluegills eat so much food that 
their parents cannot grow dur- 
ing the June-October period, 
(Bluegills grow larger at anoth- 
er season of the year, February 
to June.) 

Some pondowners stop their 
fertilization program to keep 
the bluegills from spawning so 
much. This is a bad mistake. 
Bass cannot grow unless they 
are well fed. A heavier pond- 
age of bass will help to prevent 
an overpopulation of bluegills, 
by eating more during the fol- 
lowing fall, winter and spring. 
This important “thinning” of 
the bluegill population begins 
in October, following their 
Spawning season. ° It ends in 
early summer when the blue- 
gills spawn again. Fallure to 
maintain pond fertility 
throughout the spring, summer 
and fall results in low pro- 
duction of bass. 

“The best ponds, the best 
fishing, require good summer 
fertility.” Next year’s bass crop 
depends on it, say SCS techni- 
cians. 


The Elba City Council met in 
regular semi-monthly — session 
Monday night at 7:20 with 
Mayor Herschel Taylo: pi - 
ing and all Councilmen pr 
City Clerk, George A. Jones r¢ 
corded the preceedings, Chief 
of Police, Bow Dunaway pre- 
sent, The followin® business 
was transacted: 

Minutes of the two preced- 
ing meetings were read and ap- 
proved, 

The City’s sewer ituation 
Was discussed, stressing the 
matter of sewer tapping, in 
Which it was stated that under 
present custom, sewers are be- 
tapped at heavy loss to the 
City, City Attorney, Charles I 
Rowe was called in and stated 
that sewer tapping could le- 
fally becharged and should car- 
ry a charge of the cost of the 
material and labor involved. No 
official action was taken. 

PLAN REFERENDUM 

The controversal city sales 
tax matter was discussed at 
length. It was pointed out that 
the Council had voted at a pre- 
vious meeting to have City At- 
torney Charles L. Rowe draw 
up an ordinance levying a 1 
percent sales tax to raise the 
necessary funds for obtaining 
a hospital for Elba. It was stat- 
ed that it was not the Council's 
inention to levy such a tax 
without submitting the matter 
to the voters of the inunicipal- 
ity, but rather to have the City 
Attorney to draw up and sub- 
mit an ordinance to the Coun- 
cil for its approval or reject- 
ion. 

G. M. Mathis, local merchant. 
made a strong argument  a- 
gainst the proposed sales tax, 

Councilman Leslie M. John- 
son, who is also Chairman of 
the local hospital Board, read 
a number of letters and news- 
paper clippings from Jasper, 
Talladega, Eufaula and other 
Alabama cities and towns stat- 
ing that a 1 percent sales tax 
was very successfully tried in 
their municipalities and the 
benefits were greatly outweigh- 
ing the disadvantages. 

FOUND SATISFACTORY 

Dr. Johnson said that 29 cit- 
jes, towns and counties in Ala- 
bama are at present under a 1 
percent sales tax levy and with 
out exception are finding the 
plan very Satisfactiry. Most of 
the letters stated that before 
this method of obtaining nec- 
essary funds for various pur- 
poses was put into effect, many 
were opposed to the plan on 
frounds that it would drive 
trade away from their towns 
and cities, but on the contrary, 
the tax has proved to be bene- 
ficial instead of detrimental. 

Dr. Johnson and all members 
of the City Council agreed that. 
Elba needs a hospital and a 
sales tax seems to be the only 
feasible means of raising the 
required funds of approximate- 
ly $142,000. 

Attorney Rowe was instruct- 
ed to draw an ordinance, fiJ- 
lowing the form of the State 
Sales tax law now in effect in 
Alabama, Substituting 1 per- 
cent for the State’s 3 percent, 
and following the State's ex- 
emptions. The ordinance is to 
be submitted to the City Coun- 
cil at its next regular meeting, 
for its approval or rejection. 

FOR HOSPITAL ONLY 

Attorney Rowe was instruct- 
ed to incorporate in the ordi- 
nance the asurance that the 
Sales tax shall be used exclu- 
Sively for raising funds for the 
hospital and shall be stopped 
as soon as its mission has been 
completed. It was suggested 
that the tax on some large 
Sales should be put on a Sliding 
scale. 

City Attorney Rowe read a 
form proposing to organize an 
Industrial Developement Board 
in Elba, the object of which 
wiuld be to promote the ac- 
quirement of new industries. It 
was intimated that there is a 
possibility of a large industry 
locatine in Elba, and Mr. Rowe 
said a Board of this nature 
would be the most effective a--

Although most Americans con- 
sider Rome as the seat of early 
Christianity, an equally ancient 
branch of Christendom — the 
Coptic Church—was established 
during the first three centuries 
of the Christian era in the city 
of Alexandria, Egypt. 

The Church of St. Sergius 
marks the site of the home of 
the Holy Family during the tra- 
ditional Flight into Egypt. From 
this early beginning, Christianity 
flourished and by the end of the 
Second Century it was firmly 
established in Egypt. The Coptic 
faith received its strongest im- 
petus during the Third Century 
when St. Anthony, a native 
Egyptian, laid the foundations of 
the church's monastic tradition, 

Up to the Fifth Century, the 
Coptic Church at Alexandria 
played a leading role in the his- 
tory of the Christian World. The 
earliest churches were cut out of 
rocks and caverns, but in the 
days of Constantine and Justin- 
ian, basilicas of great splendor 
were erected. The use of the 
dome by Coptie architects was 
universal; most churches had at 
least three domes overshadow- 
ing three altars.

Looks into Future 30 Years: Lists 


10 Points For South’s Development 


UNIVERSITY— 'Ten points 
which will mark the South's 
industrial developement in the 
next 30 years were predicted 
here by the University’s School 
of Chemistry dean emeritus 5S. 
J. Lloyd in a seminar for 
science teachers. 

Dean Lloyd made his con- 
clusions and predictions for the 
68 high school teachers taking 


part in the National Science 
Foundation sponsored science 
institute. 

“Thirty years ago I would 


have said that natural resour- 

ces of the Southeast would de- 

cide its future, but I have since 

learned better,’ he began. 
Strong Factors 

Without naming all the fact- 
ors, he implied that such mat- 
ters as education, politics, and 
religious views are all strong 
determinants in deciding how 
man develops his economic re- 
sources. 

Assuming no major war, he 
sees the following in the three 
decades just ahead. 

1. Coal mining and power 
‘will shrink temporarily to the 
amount used in making coke, 
but will soon rise again. It will 
be needed also for oi] manu- 
facture. 

2. Iron and steel production 
will increase 25 to 40 percent. 
A large steel and iron plant 
will be located across Mobile 
Bay at old Blakely and will use 
foreign ores. Also an economic 
process at dephosphorizing pig 
iron will be used. 

3. Oil and gas production will 
have grown in Alabama and 
spread across South Alabama 
into Georgia, Florida, but some 
of our needs in oi] will be sup- 
plied by synthetic oil from coal 
partially burned within the 
mine, 

Mobile to Grow 

4. Mobile will continue to 
grow as the salt deposits above 
it continue to be developed. 

5. At least one or two large 
pulp and paper plants will be 
built in Alabama and a similar 
developement will occur in the 
other states. Pulp and paper 
by-products, like coke by-pro- 
dusts, will form the: basis of a 
chemical industry. The South- 
east is a natural tree growing 
country. 

6. Sea water is the world’s 
greatest mine. The tremendous 
coast line of the Gulf States, 
especially Florida, will be the 
seat of many plants, recover- 
ing many products from sea 
water. : 

7. We shall see the shrinking 
of cotton and corn as maior 
crops, and the rise of fruit and 
vegetable growing. This will be 
aided by the improvement in 
fertilizers and __ insecticides 
which is now actually taking 
place. 

Servants are Gone 

8. There will be a revolution 
in home building, to make our 
homes more confortable and 
easily kept. The day of low 


> 


wage servants is past. 

9, The South has had lots of 
common labor but has been 
short of skilled people of all 
kinds. The extraordinary rush 
of veterans tnto schools was 
but one early phase of easing 
this shortage. The general lev- 
e] of skill should rise greatly in 
ten years. 

10. There will be social chan- 
ges, for economic reasons if no 
other. If we want markets for 
goods, we must have people 
with earning capacity great 
enough to pay for them, 

11. Industry and population 
will scatter and decentralize 
partly for economic reasons, 
but partly from fear of the a- 
tomic bomb, No one would 
waste an atomic bomb on Tus- 
caloosa, for example, but Pitts- 
burg and New York or Birming- 
ham might well draw the light- 
ning. Moreover, unclear power 
plants dependent upon uran- 
jum can be located anywhere 
regardless of other fuels, so 
long as they have water.

Second High Mark 


MONTGOMERY— Alabama’s 
total non farm employment for 
May at 740,800 added 3400 jobs 
over April and registered the 
second highest total recorded 

. for the State, according to Ar- 
thur D. Kelley, State Director 
of the Department of Indus- 
trial Relations. This figure 
Kelly said was only 4,000 below 
the record high of 744,800, 
which was reached in Decem- 
ber 1956. 

According to the report of 
employment totals of these two 
months could not be valid of 
the true economy of the State's 
employment, since the record 
high in December 1956 included 
workers hired by retail trade 
and department stores for the 
peak holiday buying season. 

An over the month gain of 

2100 workers was registered in 
the manufacturing industries, 
with transportation equipment 
accounting for 1700 of the in- 
crease, compared with May 1956 
employment in transportation 
equipment plants was up 46.0 
percent. 
Slight gains were reported in 
fabricated metals and miscel- 
laneous durable goods; but los- 
ses in the stone, clay, glass and 
lumber industries partially off- 
set these increases.

Two Fractures 

Bryant and Plant, both em- 
ployes of NASCO, were injured 
Bryant was taken to the Edge 
Hospital, Troy, where X-Ray 
examinations showed he had a 
fractured neck and fractured
